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W E published in our issue for April 23 some extracts 
from a pamphlet setting forth the Labour Party’s post- 
war policy on Housing and Town Planning, which is to be 
considered at the Party’s Whitsun Conference. It may be 
recalled that the authors visualise in the first place a short- 
and a long-term programme, the former to provide im- 
mediate remedial measures for the serious position which 
will undoubtedly arise after the war, both on account of 
demobilisation and through the return of evacuees and 
mobilised labour from the country to the town; and the 
latter to plan and redevelop our towns and to preserve 
agriculture and the countryside. To effect this they suggest 
that housing and essential services must come first on the 
building programme, and materials be controlled and a 
much larger number of workpeople brought into the 
industry. Standardisation is also favoured, but temporary 
housing or housing of a low standard, in order to overcome 
the immediate emergency, is frowned upon. A very low 
opinion is expressed of the capacity of the average build- 
ing employer, and Works Departments are suggested, 
not necessarily to supersede the private employer, but to 
prevent the raising of prices unduly. 

The question of subsidised rents is touched upon, and 
their undesirability admitted. Here, however, the authors 
propound no definite remedy, but merely state that if 
wages were sufficiently high the need for a subsidy would 
vanish. They ignore the fact that wages are a large part 
of the cost of production, and the more, therefore, they are 
raised in the building and allied trades the greater might 
be the need for a subsidy. Some inkling of this truth has, 
however, we think, been seen, as the final statement is 
made that ‘‘the ideal to be aimed at is to build working- 
class dwellings without the need for subsidy, and it is 
therefore essential, among other steps, to reduce both cost 
of land and building to the lowest possible level.” Though 
it is stated clearly that Nationalisation would be preferred, 
the Party is apparently prepared to accept the Uthwatt 
Report, but make the important and sensible proviso 
that the proceeds of the levy on increase in annual site 
value of urban property should be allocated to the specific 
purpose of housing and planning, and not left to the 
tender mercies of any impecunious Chancellor of the 
Exchequer. Finally, the dispersal of population and the 
creation of satellite cities with the consequent road system 
is advocated. 

Much of this programme will undoubtedly receive the 
agreement of all men of public spirit. It is inconceivable, 
indeed, that private enterprise will be allowed, after this 
war as after the last, to embark on building schemes in 
order to make profit for individuals without regard to the 
public good, and to monopolise labour and materials so 
that housing either cannot be carried out at all or at such 
a cost as would render ruinous subsidies necessary. That 
‘way lies revolution. We can express agreement, therefore, 
with the short-term programme. The long-term one is 
another matter. That the objects of such a programme are 
eminently desirable is admitted, but the work to be carried 
out is so vast that it is doubtful if it could be completed in 
thirty or forty years. It is hardly possible, nor indeed 
desirable, that a strict control of labour and material should 
last so long. What, however, can be and should be done 
is for legislation to be passed which would render the 
‘spread of the evil of chaotic and undirected development 
impossible. 
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With regard to the somewhat caustic remarks concerning 
the capacity of the ordinary builder, we have published 
articles frequently in which the organisation of the trade 
has been severely criticised, but because there are black 
sheep it is hardly reasonable to brand the trade as a whole. 
There are many competent firms extremely well run. The 
suggested remedy of Building Departments is not necessarily 
the right one. The records of such departments, from the 
point of view of the ratepayer, have frequently been un- 
fortunate, and it must be remembered that though they 
may be the lowest tenderers, it is usually quite impossible to 
tell, owing to variations in the contracts, whether the 
work was finally carried out in an economic manner. Let 
us be frank in this matter. The Labour Party is, of course, a 
political body, and its publications must also be of a political 
nature ; but economic facts are not political, and no 
amount of political controversy will alter them. The 
masters in the building trade have frequently been at fault 
and have not regarded the public interest, but this is 
equally true of the workmen. There has been a disturbing 
tendency of recent years for output to fall. Greed, selfish- 
ness and disregard of the public interest are not the sins of 
one class alone; they are attributes of fallible human 
nature. The new world we are hoping for will be attained 
not only by political action but by sweat and labour, and 
in this labour all—employer, technician and workman—must 
play their part. ‘‘ Our England is a garden, but gardens 
are not made by saying ‘ Oh, how beautiful,’ and sitting 
in the shade.” 


We do not say that the Labour Party is ignorant of this 
truth, but we should have liked to see the absolute necessity 
of hard work and increased production rather more stressed. 
In the past the employer has looked too much to profits 
only, the workman too much to higher wages and shorter 
hours. It has been principally the professional technician 
—the architect, the surveyor, the engineer—who has 
worked the hardest without constantly watching the clock 
and studying his profits. If we are to build the New 
Jerusalem there will have to be a change. The Diehard 
attitude that the employer was always right and the work- 
man always wrong was, of course, idiotic, but the ‘‘ Noble 
Workman ”’ is often as much a fiction as Rousseau’s ‘‘ Noble 
Savage.” 

As to the rest of the programme, we are heartily in agree- 
ment with the policy of dispersal and of satellite towns. 
No thinking person can view without dismay the further 
growth of London or of any other great city. As to the 
nationalisation of land, apart altogether from politics we are 
not sure that from the practical and economic point. of 
view it would not be the best policy.. Once accomplished it 
would simplify all schemes of development to an amazing 
degree, and, since it is obvious that we cannot go back 
to the uncontrolled ownership of land, and that more and 
more land will, with the consent and co-operation of all 
parties, be bought up by public authorities, owing to this 
very simplification, the cost of immediate nationalisation 
might conceivably be cheaper in the long run. 


We welcome this interesting pamphlet, but should very 
much like to see one produced by no political Party, but 
agreed by all men of good will and receiving general 
agreement. Here, however, we are, perhaps, hoping for 
a Utopia, and if it arrived these pamphlets would probably 
be unnecessary.

R.1,B.A. Annual Report. 

THE annual report of the Royal 
Institute of British Architects, now 
published, shows that the present 
membership (Fellows, Associates and 
Licentiates) is 9,275, with 7,879 
Students and Probationers, as com- 
pared with the 1942 figures of 
8,970 and 7,328 respectively. 316 
Licentiates have been admitted as 
against 139 in'the previous year. The 
work of the various committees is 
described and reference is made to the 
impending conclusion of the work of 
the Reconstruction Committee. The 
use made during the year of the library 
by representatives of the Government 
and of Allied Governments and of 
Dominion and Allied architects on war 
service has been considerable.

Tue Theatre Royal, Bristol, was re- 
opened on Tuesday, May Hi, 1943, 
under the management of C.E.M.A., 
in association with the Bristol Trus- 
tees, when the Governors of the Old 
Vic presented ‘‘She Stoops to Con- 
quer,” with Dame Sybil Thorndike in 
the character of Mrs. Hardcastle, who 
also recited an “‘Occasional Prologue” 
written by Herbert. Farjeon. The 
reparation and decoration of the 
theatre has been carried out under the 


F.R.1.B.A., the builders being Messrs. 
Wm. Cowlin & Son. 

This is the oldest theatre in the 
kingdom, one that has had a contin- 
uous existence since 1766. ‘The 
foundation stone was laid on Novem- 
ber 30, 1764, when David Garrick wrote 
a special prologue for the opening 
night and pronounced this building to 
be the most complete in Europe. In 
addition to many points of interest it 
is as well to remember that the build- 
ing was designed by a Bristol architect 
named James Paty, and that the 
interior remains substantially un- 
altered. Paty planned this theatre in 
conjunction with Saunders of Drury- 
lane, and the auditorium was the first 
to be constructed in England upon 

i semi-circular lines. Previous to this 
'® introduction, which gave the audience 
a better view of the stage, interiors 
were usually set out in the form of a 
square or an oblong. This semi-circular 
auditorium not only added consider- 
ably to the comfort of patrons, but was 
instrumental in improving the acous- 
tic properties. Further, these proper- 
ties were increased enormously by 
introducing not only a sloping ceiling 
starting from the proscenium arch, but 
constructing this of timber and then 
applying the plaster decoration. 

The actual builder of the theatre was 
Gilbert Davis, and Franklyn and 
Michael Edkins—the latter a _ well- 
known painter of Bristol porcelain and 
| glass—were responsible for the interior 
decoration. With the exception of 
some gilded portions, it is believed 
that the colour scheme as presented is 
more or less upon original lines. 


A Unique Structure.

direction of Mr. J. Ralph Edwards, 
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to take a wooden ball about 5in. in 
diameter runs over the width of the 
stage and returns in a similar direc. 
tion so that one man can do the work 
of producing thunder, and if an extra 
loud effect is required, he can use more 
balls! Then there is the “ sloat” 
system of raising scenery, a method of 
hanging the scenes, and the “cat 
walks” above the stage. 

In 1779 the building was leased to 
John Palmer, who also owned the 
theatre at Bath, and is famous as the 
originator of the coach-borne Royal 
Mail. 

About 1800, or, roughly, 35 years 
after the erection of this theatre, the 
topmost gallery was constructed, buf 
its erection did not interfere with the 
second sloping ceiling, but was accom- 
plished by raising the roof. The 
acoustics of this building are so per- 
fect that almost a whisper upon the 
stage can be heard distinctly in the 
gallery. 

Unfortunately, during the present 
century, the external front was re- 
modelled, and, as existing, is entirely 
out of keeping not only with the 
theatre but with King-street. To 
reconstruct this facade and restore an 
atmosphere that should never have 
been lost. will be one of the first 
objects of those responsible for the 
preservation of this historic building. 
Mr. Ralph Edwards has greatly im- 
proved the facade by repainting the 
whole. 


Some Difficulties of 1766. 

The promoters who received silver 
tokens entitling them or their assigns 
to ‘‘a sight of every performance” had 
to overcome many difficulties: various 
religious bodies in Bristol, disapprov- 
ing of the stage, threatened to invoke 
the provisions of an Act of 1757, by 
which anyone acting in an unlicensed

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tneatre would be liable to conviction ag 
a rogue and vagabond. A poem—‘‘ The 
Bristo] Theatre’’—published at the time 
affirmed that the stage tempted men to 
break all laws, human and divine, and 
that the result of establishing the 
theatre could only be the enticement 
of the population into the paths of 
misery and vice; truth, trade and in- 
dustry would decay because men would 
turn highwaymen; the gaol would have 
to be enlarged to accommodate the 
criminals thus produced; and debtors 
would clamour for food at its doors. 

To avoid the threatened prosecution 
the opening performance on May 30, 
1766, was advertised as “‘ A Concert of 
Music and Specimen of Rhetorick”’ 
—a comedy and a farce being intro- 
duced between the ordinary perform- 
ance of the orchestra. 

To obtain Letters Patent legalising 
the theatre a special Act of Parliament 
was necessary, and owing to continu- 
ous opposition this was not passed 
until 1778. The Royal Licence was 
then granted by King George III to 
George Daubeny, the nominee of the 
proprietors. From this grant the 
iheatre obtained its name, and the 
Royal Arms appear prominently on the 
proscenium and above one of the stage 
boxes. 

For many years the theatre was the 
most prosperous in the provinces, and 
it was no uncommon sight to see over 
a hundred carriages at its doors. 
Robert Dver in “‘ Nine Years of an 
Actor’s Life ”’ ‘recalls that in 1818 he 
went to the theatre to see Edmund 
Kean’s first appearance in the city, 
and although his party paid box ad- 
mission they were only by determina- 
tion able to obtain seats in the gallery. 
Performances then commenced at half- 
past six, and patrons were requested 
to send their servants by five o’clock 
to keep places. 

Since the theatre’s opening, practic- 
ally every actor of note—with the ex- 
ception of Garrick—and nearly every 
great actress has appeared on its

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stage. Barry Sullivan, Shuter, Quick, 
Mrs. Siddons, the Kembles, the Keans, 
Macready and Elizabeth Inchbald 
may be mentioned. Maurice Barry- 
more and his wife, who were married 
at St. Mary Redcliff, held their wed- 
ding feast, on the stage after a per- 
formance. Amongst many more recent 
performers may be remembered George 
Melville, Helen Faucit, Kate Bateman, 
Marie Wilson (Lady Bancroft), Madge 
Robertson (Dame Madge Kendall), 
Henriette Hodson (Mrs. Labouchere), 
Kate and Ellen Terry, Charles Coglan 
and Arthur Wood. 

Shortly before the last war repertory 
seasons were run by Miss Muriel Pratt 
and by Miss Horniman. In its later 
years the theatre has been at times the 
home of variety, with a successful 
pantomime at Christmas. Its associa- 
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tion with music. dates back to its 
earliest days; for many years Oratorios 
were regularly produced during Lent, 
and during the present century a 
brilliant season of Grand Opera was 
organised by the late Mr. Napier 
Miles, of Kings Weston, when the 
conductors were Adrian (now Sir 
Adrian) Boult and Malcolm Sargent, 
the producer being Johnstone Douglas. 

During enemy attacks on Bristol in 
the winter of 1940-1 the theatre sus- 
tained slight damage. Now every 
effort is being made to ensure its pre- 
servation, so that this building, unique 
in age, structure and associations with 
the great figures of the English stage, 
may, under the management of 
C.E.M.A., be the nucleus of a collec- 
tion fully representative of the Eng- 
lish stage.

Quantity Surveyors and Post-war

Srir,—I am greatly interested in the 
remarks of Mr. J. L. Jackson, pub. 
lished in your issue dated May 7. His 
notes on Registration are to be fully 
endorsed. He also sets forth some 
rather cogent reasons for a union 
between the I.Q.S. and the CSI. 
quantity surveyors. So far as I can 
see they far outweigh the one objec- 
tion which I can raise to such an 
amalgamation, namely, that when 
there is only one institute to which 
men in a certain profession can 
belong, that single institute is in a 
position to exercise some of the 
bureaucratic and tyrannical powers 
which its monopoly confers upon it; 
whereas the existence of two bodies 
stimulates healthy competition. 

One very strong reason for the amalga- 
mation is that with the renaissance, during 
the war years, of the system of obtain- 
ing tenders on the basis of a standard 
schedule of prices, some 
arrived at the conclusion t 
quantities have become obsolete.

the quantity surveyor are no longer re- 
quired and that it is only necessary to have 
@ measuring surveyor to check and agree 
to the measurements on the site with the 
builder’s representative. Amalgamation 
would shisha us to fight against such 
beliefs with greater power. 

I firmly believe that many men actively 
concerned with the building industry, in- 
cluding architects, engineers and contrac- 
tors, would heartily welcome a return to 
bills of quantities. Of the four methods of 
dealing with the accountancy side of build- 
ing recently in use, viz., bills of quanti- 
ties, prime cost contracts, standard 
schedules and standard schedules with 
rough quantities, there is little doubt that 
bills of quantities afford the most desirable 
method on the majority of counts, in- 
cluding that of expeditious completion of 
the structure. Prime cost contracts have 
succeeded in demoralising the industry 
from operative to employer, thereby in- 
creasing labour costs beyond all reason, 
and standard schedules have demoralised 
the architect and engineer in that they 
have allowed unlimited alterations t 
plans during the execution of the contract 
without readily revealing the deterrent af 
the increased costs likely to be incurred.

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Trades and Professions. 
To tHE Epitor or The Builder. 

Sir,—There has been much corre- 
spondence in The Builder lately upon 
the subject of the professions. As I 
have drawn attention to the need of 
federation of the professions, I think 
I might usefully intervene. 

I begin with the broad proposition that 
there are only two great divisions of indus- 
try—trades and professions. This is only 
an approximation to the truth, for all in- 
dividuals have to exercise their minds as 
well as their jes : some occupations 
classed as trades require more skill, more 
mental capacity than some occupations 
classed as professional. 

The trades are more or less organised 
into Trades Unions and have an annual 
congress. The professions are more or less 
organised into Institutions, but they have 
no federation. 

It is desirable that all manual workers— 
men and women—should be included in 
Trades Unions and that all professional 
men and women should be included in pro- 
fessional Institutions. 

As there are border-line cases, it is not 
easy to say definitely in which great divi- 
sion these classes should be included, but 
it is not an insoluble problem. It might 
be solved by a decision of the workers and 
professions respectively, or by direction of 
a specific authority. Many of the pro- 
fessional institutions have in their mem- 
bership a large percentage of officials. 
These may be in the Civil Service or em- 
ployed by local authorities. Some of these 
salaried officials have formed themselves 
into separate organisations, but there is 
no reason why they should not be included 
with private practitioners whose kind of 
work is the same. There is a precedent 
for saying that this is the view of H.M. 
Privy Council and that they will not grant 
charters to such organisations. 

There is not the rigidity of opinion on 
the division between the trades and pro- 
fessions that there used to be. There are, 
for example, advocates for the fusion of 
all interests connected with building into 
one body, which would include architects, 
quantity surveyors, builders, draughts- 
men and employees. War has emphasised 
the need of the closest co-operation be- 
tween allied interests. 

The old view that the only learned pro- 
fessions were law, medicine and theology 
is as dead as the dodo. Many professions 
have arisen since those old days, calling 
for as much learning, as much judgment 
and as much responsibility as the learned 
three. On the other hand, there are con- 
tractors for extensive works, such as the 
building of institutions, of ships, and of 
bridges, whose responsibilities dwarf those 
of many professional men. 

The Trades Unions Congress is not con- 
fined to manual workers. The British 
Medical Practitioners’ Union, containing 
about 4,000 members, is affiliated to that 


Congress. 

I strongly deprecate any idea of 
superiority as between trades and pro- 
fessions. It is ethically unsound. e 


tiller of the soil, the builder of houses, the 
coal miner, providing food, shelter and 
warmth respectively, are at jeast as essen- 
tial to life as the lawyer, the doctor, or 
the priest.

City Road-Transport Systems. 
To tHe Epitor or The Builder. 
Srr,—In connection with the present 
discussion on transport planning in 
towns, the enclosed hypothetical dia- 
gram of the system obtaining in Rome 
(as shown in Baedeker’s 1930 edition, 
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and at the time of one’s visit in 1935) 
may be of interest, as the information 
may not be generally accessible. 

It illustrates the removal, during 
Mussolini’s leadership, of the intricate 
system of trams in the central area (shown 
in 1909 Baedeker) and the substitution of 
transverse bus routes; these link up the 
circular tram route around the-outskirts, 
which goes both ways, ‘‘circolo destra”’ 
(clockwise), and ‘‘c. sinistra’”’ (anti-clock- 
wise). From these again radiate tram- 
ways to the suburbs, and there are also 
some outward buses. There is no under- 
ground railway to supplement the system, 
though one has been projected for some 
years. Trams and buses are each single- 
deckers, only rails and refuges distin- 
guishing the former. Sliding doors, 
operated automatically, prevent the 
vehicles starting till closed and cannot 
open till they are stationary, which is 
only at precise recognised stops; until we 
adopt such a system, the present daily 
hazards and partial failure of the other- 
wise excellent queue system cannot be re- 
moved. The vehicles are also (though now 
unnecessarily) marked ‘‘ Vietato salire ”’ 
(forbidden to jump)! The conductors’ 
courtesy in allowing one to descend safely 
and leisurely was commendable. Inci- 
dentally, the prohibition of hooting, which 
in the narrow streets was perpetual (so 
Mr. F. H. Mansford tells me), has also 
increased the safety factor, and this, too, 
we should be wise to emulate. Even in 
time of war there seems no reason why 
we should not praise our enemy’s good 
points, and thus help to initiate the 
friendship which must some day be 


resumed.

A NEW COMMITTEE. 


In the belief that no education is com- 
plete which does not include the appre- 
ciation of design in all ite +s—archi- 
tecture, town and country planning and 
the industrial arts—a Committee on Educa- 
tion in Appreciation of Physical Environ- 
ment has been formed, and includes mem- 
bers nominated by the following Socie- 
ties :—Central Institute of Ari and Design ; 
Council for the Preservation of Rural 
England; Design and Industries Associa- 
tion, Institute of Landscape Architects ; 
Royal Academy; Royal Institute of 
British Architects; Society for Education 
in Art; the Town and Country Planning 
Association; and the Town Planning 
Institute. 


The organisations represented on the 
Committee are interested in promoting, by 
the application of higher standards of 
design to —- their layout, furnish- 
ing and surroundings, a more beautiful, 
as well as a more healthy, environment 
for the everyday life of the people. It 
desires also that the quality of duties in 
articles of everyday use shall be improved. 
The real education of the people in the 
appreciation of physical environment, in- 
cluding architecture, town and country 
planning and the industrial arts, it is 
generally agreed, must begin in the 
schools, and the project is being dealt 
with from two points of view: (1) as a 
long-term policy which will result, in time, 
in teachers, who have had special training, 
being available for every type of school to 
pram = and guide the instinctive in- 
terest of all children in the matter, and (2) 
as a short-term policy under which 
arrangements are being made for a number 
of teachers to attend courses of lectures 
on the subject to enable them to give 
their pupils some understanding of the 
opportunities which will arise in the post- 
war reconstruction period, so that they 
will not tolerate the kind of development 
which took place in many areas after the 
last war. If this is to be done effectively, 
it is essential there be no undue delay in 
proceeding with the arrangements. The 
Committee will welcome suggestions as to 
how its work can be made mogt effective.

THE INTERIM DEVELOPMENT BILL IN THE COMMONS 


THE SECOND READING. 

In moving the second reading of the 
own and Country Planning (Interim 
Development) Bill, Mr. W. 8, Morat- 
son, Minister of Town and Country 

Planning, said that this was the fore- 
runner of other Bills which must fol- 
low if the structure of the town and 
country planning was to be erected. 
The object of the legislation was to 
secure that the land of the country 
should be put to the best use in the 
public interest. While beauty and 
amenities should be a first charge upon 
our activities, it was not merely a 
question of what our countryside was 
like to look at; it was what it was like 
to live in, to work in, and play in, 
and the answer to those questions 
would be profoundly affected by the 
use that was made of the land of this 
country. Town planning could deter- 
mine how far the majority of work- 
people should travel to and from their 
work, and whether they were to have 
on top of the fatigue of their daily toil 
long journeys which would eat into 
their pockets and their leisure. A 
wiser layout of our housing estates 
and a better organisation of our fast 
traffic routes would be two moves which 
could save the lives of hundreds of our 
children and countless more from 
mutilation and disfigurement. Beauty, 
health and convenience should be 
sought together. The war had done a 
great deal to help the townsman and 
countryman to understand’ one 
another’s difficulties, and the achieve- 
ments of our farms and farm workers 
should make us all very resentful of 
any further waste of agricultural land. 
and authorities should make full use of 
expert advice available. 

The task before the new Ministry in- 
volved the complete overhaul of the law 
and practice of planning, as well as 
of research, financial and administrative 
questions. When this Bill was passed, 
interim development would cover 95 per 
cent. of the area of England and Wales, 
the other 5 per cent. being already sub- 
ject to statutory schemes in force. The 
objects of the Bill were twofold—first, to 
extend planning control throughout 
England and Wales; and, second, to 
strengthen control over development in 
the interim period, i.e., the period between 
the planning authority passing a resolu- 
tion to plan and the final conferring on a 
scheme of statutory force. 

Going on to outline the provisions of 
the Bill, Mr. Morrison said that Clause 1 
would bring under planning control an 
additional area of about 10,000,000 acres. 
Clause 6 was very important. It gave the 
Minister new powers of control over deci- 
sions of the interim development authori- 
ties in regard to interim development. 
The present position was that if an 
interim development authority refused an 
application there was an appeal to the 
Minister against the refusal. If the 
interim development authority decided to 
grant a permission, there was no power 
on earth to prevent it. It was obvious 
that such a position was inconsistent with 
national planning, because damage could 
be done by wrongfully giving permission 
just as by refusing it. If you refused, 
you did at least maintain the status quo, 
whereas if permission was given for some- 





thing that was contrary to national recon- 
struction, damage was done which might 
be irretrievable for a generation. In the 
past, some local authorities had permitted 
development which had been the cause of 
bitter complaint locally. The House would 
agree that it was time we altered the law 
in this respect. 

Dealing with national reconstruction, 
which might be jeopardised or damnified 
by wrongfully giving permission for 
interim development, Mr. Morrison said 
that there were matters like defence, or 
the location of industry, or national roads. 
Coming nearer home to his own Depart- 
ment, there were such desirable projects 
as national parks and the preservation of 
our coastline., These things might be 
jeopardised for a generation by permis- 
sion given by an interim development 
authority for interim development incon- 
sistent with the maintenance of the ameni- 
ties and beauties of those two areas of our 
country. They had had some damage 
already by ill-considered building on the 
coast, and that ought to be enough to 
convince the House that this power of 
control by the central planning authority 
was overdue. 

Speaking about planning authorities in 
general, Mr. Morrison said that it was 

uite clear that the administrative boun- 

aries of local authorities were rarely, ex- 
cept by accident, ideal for planning pur- 
poses. For the purposes of the Bill he 
had adopted hs layout of local authori- 
ties contained in the principal Act. That 
was rot to say that he thought them in 
all cases to be the best authorities for 
planning purposes. There could clearly, 
for example, be frustration of planning if 
every county district were to narrow its 
view to its own boundaries. To plan 
effectively one must have regard to the 
widest area one could and take it as a 
whole. He hoped by the aid of this Bill, 
and by the co-operation of local authori- 
ties, to make the best use of the existing 
authorities to secure this end. But if, as 
a result of the various proposals put for- 
ward by associations of local government 
bodies, there was to be a review of the 
functions of local authorities, then their 
functions as planners of town and country 
must also be reconsidered in any such 
general review. This Bill greatly eased 
the problems of local authorities with 
regard to planning, and eased them for all 
time, he hoped. It asserted for the first 
time a measure of control by the central 
planning authority over their activities. 
Later legislation would need to be intro- 
duced to state the will of Parliament with 
regard to more positive action to secure 
reconstruction, and it might well be that, 
in connection with powers of this positive 
character, they might require to consider 
afresh the authorities who were to exer- 
cise them. In the meantime they could 
do good work with this Bill as it was 
drafted, and they would go ahead and 
see what they could do. 

In an old settled country like this there 
could be no easy road to effective plan- 
ning. To reach that goal they would have 
technicalities and controversies enough 
and to spare, now and in the future. But 
he hoped that in arguing how these and 
future proposals affect private and local 
interests, they would always bear in mind 
the object which they had in view, and 
that they would also remember the duty 
they all owed to their own people as a 
whole, and to the incomparable land 
where they lived, and for which they 
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were fighting in the three elements of 
land, sea, and air. 

Mr. GREENWooD, for Labour, wanted 
bold and early measures, and for two 
reasons: he asked for the salvation of 
Britain from the despoilers, and for the 
best use of the land, harbours and natural 
resources for the prosperity and welfare 
of the people. 


Mr. Bossom’s Speech. 

Mr. Bossom congratulated the Minister 
upon being active in bringing in his first 
measure, But planning was not only 
legislation. Planning was a ah goer 
thing : it was some work which had got 
to be done. It did not matter what legis- 
lation they passed in that House: it 
would not make any difference to the town 
or country unless the architects were in- 
formed and allowed to get to work. 
The nation’s architects were avail- 
able. ©There were thousands of them 
ready, willing and able to go right on with 
this work, without in any way interfering 
with our war effort. They were standing 
by, anxious to go ahead. And due to this, 
frankly, he was worried by the Bill which 
indicated how the mind of the Ministry 
was working. This Bill was the lineal 
descendant of the 1932 Town and Country 
Planning Act. 1t was in substance almost 
a reproduction of the earlier Act, with a 
little more added to it. The principal Act 
did not create a record of glory. It had 
been adversely criticised by many men 
from both large and small local authorities 
who had had the task of trying to ad- 
minister it. The Scott Report set aside 
a goer chapter to criticise the 1932 Act, 
and justly so, for after ten years, seven 
of them during peace-time, only 5 per 
cent. of our country was under complete 
control, and but 70 per cent. was under 
an interim development Order. It would 
not be very impressive for the Minister 
to try and paint a pretty picture of its 
results, for anyone who journeyed around 
the perimeter of any large town or built- 
up area throughout the country could see 


‘for himself the dreary suburbia which 


universally existed. That had really to be 
stopped. The former countryside had been 
steadily defaced, and though it was pre- 
judging the issue, he did not believe the 
present Bill would do very much to stop 
it, due to certain overriding conditions 
brought about by the war. They had to 
look at this as purely a war-time measure, 
the first of many. The Minister had to a 
certain extent lost sight of certain of the 
vitals of this national planning situation. 
It ‘was no use asking a man to design 
a house if they did not tell him the use 
and kind of house they desired. Local 
authorities would noi be able actually to 
make progress until the Government had 
announced their general overriding prin- 
ciples which were the root that would con- 
trol the trunk of our post-war serene. 
Ten regional advisers had been appointed, 
but their knowledge of architecture was 
strictly limited. The 1932 Act, which they 
all admitted had not completed what it set 
out to do, was now being turned out again 
with additional variations, and aided by 
a few official advisers who they knew were 
really not unduly capable of giving advice 
on architectural matters, and yet the 
major planning work of the towns in future 
should certainly be of a good architectural 
character. They all remembered the wide 
and indiscriminate destruction of beauty 
spots after the last war, and that good 
agricultural land was destroyed because 
there was no legal machinery to stop it, 
for no preventive measures existed. It 
was clearly desirable now that by placing 
all the land under interim development 
Orders, as the Bill set out to do, it 
would stop this sort of thing being 
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repeated this time, and it would pre- 
vent private persons or local authorities 
again perpetrating such acts of vandalism, 
and equally would stop them staking 
claims that might put them in line 
to collecting compensation later. But, 
really, was not this Bill something like 
using a sledge hammer to crack a monkey 
nut? Why take up the precious time of 
Parliament at this period of the war with 
a matter of this kind? Why not follow the 
example of the Minister of Works? It 
was impossible during the war to build 
without getting a permit from him, and 
why not introduce, purely as a war 
measure, a short Order in Council, a stand- 
still Order, on the existing 1932 Town 
and Country Planning Act? That would 
easily provide for anything that they could 
do under this Bill. The Ministry could 
then get on with the work needed for the 
actual planning itself. 


In conclusion, Mr. Bossom said: The 
war is marching on, and I believe that it 
will take not less than 18 months from 
the time that these principles are laid 
before this House and when actual building 
could be started. We are going to require 
our building industry to help materially 
with re-employment, and there is little 
doubt that there is 18 months’ intensive 
work of many varieties between the time 
Parliament get these principles and the 
time when they can be translated into 
practical use. May I hope that the 
Minister, now that he has introduced this 
Bill, will be able to get it through all its 
stages as quickly as possible, and that he 
will then concentrate on_the real measures 
of planning which require to be decided 
and for which both the country as a 
whole and practically all the local authori- 
ties are most anxiously waiting? 


In the debate which followed, most 
Members were favourable to the Measure, 
though one Labour Member, Mr. Hucues, 
described it as ‘‘a miserable sprat of a 
Bill.” 

Mr. Smxim said that the Crown and 
statutory undertakings should be brought 
within the scope of town planning. The 
Bill. contained a number of provisions 
which would be of great value to local 
authorities, but it was quite inadequate 
except as a beginning. e agreed with 
the need for architectural beauty in de- 
velopment. ‘‘ But (he continued) archi- 
tectural beauty should not be the one 
criterion, but it is an important factor 
in planning. The Minister has done 
nothing in the Bill to strengthen control 
in order to enable local authorities and 
himself to secure appropriate and com- 
prehensive architectural treatment, par- 
ticularly in regard to buildings which are 
in important centres. Suppose he were 
desirous of redeveloping Abingdon-street 
and Millbank, where houses are coming 
down at the present time. Neither the 
local authority nor the Minister himself 
has any power to secure the comprehen- 
sive architectural treatment of that land. 
Tt is open to each separate owner of land 
to come along with a scheme, and as long 
as it complies with the town planning 
scheme, local authorities have no power 
to refuse, and they will have no power 
when this Bill is through. It is a pity the 
Minister did not secure powers to enable 
the comprehensive treatment of such an 
area to be insisted upon. These are some 
of the matters which should have been 
included in the Bill.” 


Mr. H. G. Srrauss, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary to the Ministry of Town and Country 
Planning, replying for the Government, 
said that in sev important respects 
they were on’. the recommendations 
of the Scott and Uthwatt Reports. The 
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fundamental proposition of the first Clause 
was an emphatic recommendation of both 
or so are the provisions of Clause 6, 
and the most important provisions of 
Clause 2 (1). He agreed that further 
measures would be required. He was not 
going to give any dates. There must be 
a Bill to deal with the public acquisition 
of lend. It might be the next Bill the 
Minister would introduce. Unless the 
central planning authority had the in- 
creased powers given by the Bill, the 
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PROFESSOR RICHARDSON’S LECTURE. 
Tue ‘‘English Town” Exhibition held 
at Saint Martin’s School of Art, Lon- 
don, W.C.2, came to an end on May 8, 
and the closing day was made the 
occasion of a lecture on the work of the 
Georgian Group by Professor A. E. 
Richardson, A.R.A., F.R.I.B.A. 

Lorp Farinepon presided, and in open- 
ing the proceedings said the Georgian 
Group existed to encourage the apprecia- 
tion and study of Georgian buildings. We 
were richer in Georgian survivals than in 
those of any other period of architectural 
production; but there was no period whose 
work was in greater danger at the moment, 
or which had suffered more during the 
last few years from the depredations of 
rebuilders. If we were to create great 
architecture ourselves, we must study our 
heritage from the past. We were con- 
fronted with a great disaster, but it was 
also a great opportunity. As to the use 
that would be made of that opportunity, 
the Group hoped for the best, but feared 
the worst. 

Proressok Ricuarpson said W. R. 
Lethaby had once remarked that in art 
there was no advance without returning. 
‘That was true. There could be no advance 
without returning to great principles. Art 
decayed when those principles were 
ignored. or became obscured. Voluntary 
societies like the Georgian Group had now 
the destiny of the arts of this country in 
their hands, and had it in their power to 
check artistic abuses. The Group had very 
definite opinions on the main issues, which 
were the protection of works of merit and 
the broadening of public taste. It had 
endeavoured to inspire the public and to 
encourage practitioners to be less worldly. 
We sought the beautiful, but the towers 
of Babel, which had been so fashionable 
for some time past, were not beautiful, 
but uncouth; and ordinary men in the 
street had a better idea of what a good 
building should be than the highbrow. 
They said they liked the building, and 
were _ eye 6 right. We must return to 
geometry and scale, we must be prepared 
to let the sun into the conspiracy of light 
and shade; we must understand the value 
of height, width and the right use of 
materials. The thoughtful architect was 
aware of all this, and as each emergency 
arose he referred to precedent, but not to 
precedent only; he referred also to every- 
thing good of the present time. 

The country abounded in magnificent 
talent, but had we an ideal? Deep down 
everybody desired the ideal. We had 
threats =f destruction, vulgarity and osten- 


tation, and the power with which we could 
resist these tendencies was a gift of con-

of the people and occupying them for a 
undred years. 

The Georgian Group would be a very 
dull Spi i if it devoted all its attention 
to the collection of masterpieces, salvage 
and protesting : it had become an integral 
part of a new order of patronage, for the 
Voluntary Societies, of which it was one, 
had taken the place of the wealthy and 
aristocratic patrons of the eighteenth cen- 
tury. The Group had its Gestapo, and 
from day to day was informed of what 
was threatened, #6 that it could put a 
wholesome fear into the mind of local 
authority. Was it wrong for the Group 
to extend its scope from the protection 
of buildings to the advancement of taste? 
According to the Modernists, yes: these 
shongns the Georgian Group should not 
interfere with design. But the main objec- 
tive of the Group was the raising of the 
standard of taste, and in its opmion a 
knowledge of the art of a country should 
provide the delight of its people. 

The country was in no mood for half 
measures of reconstruction, but the 
machinery set up by the Government was 
admirable, and a start had been made. 
The design for the cottages was excellent; 
twenty years ago we could not have got 
such things by force of public opinion, 
but now we got them by legislation. There 
were critics who despised those cottages, 
but did they offer anything ? C) 
Government had set up Ministries con- 
cerned with building, and those Ministries 
were willing to receive deputations from 
accredited societies. 

In the distant future London preserved, 
remodelled and in part reorganised, would 
rise resplendent with, perhaps, open spaces 
marking present wounds, but nevertheless 
the greatest of cities, because when this 
war was over the English-speaking peoples 
would lead the world as never before. 

The speaker, responding to a vote of 
thanks proposed by Mr. Austen Hatt and 
Mr. W. A. Forsyru, said the Georgian 
Group were not against the use of con- 
crete. They knew how to use it—and to 
conceal it.

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THE HOUSING DEBATE 


IN THE COMMONS. 

In the Commons* the debate took place 
in Committee of Supply, on the vote 
from the Ministry of Health. Lorp 
7NTERTON declared himself uncon- 
vinced that the system of controlling 
rents was sufficiently comprehensive. 
The present Minister of Health had been 
90 long in one particular office. There 
were a number of junior Ministers who, 
if brought to the Ministry of Health, 
would apply new brooms. If the Minis- 
ter of Health ‘~ “kicked against the 
pricks? as the Minister of Agriculture 
had done, his building programme would 
mot have been the miserable size it was. 
Tt was, he maintained, possible to do far 
more in the rehabilitation of houses and 
in rebuilding without affecting war pro- 
ammes in the slightest degree. he 
Minister should appeal to tenants and, 
hrough the Home Secretary, to mem- 
hers of the A.R.P. Services who could 
spare the time to form a corps of volun- 
eer labour to deal with this work, much 
of which was comparatively simple re- 
ovation. 

Mr. QuINTIN HoaeG called for a good 
progressive housing policy. A large pro- 
portion of our population was still living 
n the eighteenth century, eighteenth 
entury sanitation and houses, and 
pighteenth century behaviour, because 
pf the conditions. The Minister of 
ealth should say boldly that there was 
sufficient building to be done in the 
ountry to occupy the building industry 
or at least 40 years. - 

Other Members pressed the Govern- 
ment to go ahead without delay, and 
bmphasised the value of order, grouping 
nd architectural beauty. MR. WILLINK 
volunteered the interesting information 
hat in London and Greater London the 
yar damage element of housing had not 
been as serious aS Many gt. expected.

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came to consider what kind of temporary 
construction should be carried out, they 
found that there was very little know- 
ions indeed of satisfactory temporary 
buildings. They would not entertain for 
a moment the kind of hutments going up 
at present, which were just a makeshift, 
and probably would not last for ten or 
even five years. They were iooking for 
something that could be put up quickly 
and would be a home for a family during 
the period that it was necessary for the 
structure to remain up. They sent to 
America for information, and found that 
this business was in its infancy over 
there. In so far as any temporary con- 
struction was taking place over there, it 
mainly took the form of timber, and 
timber was going to be very short here 
after the war. In the result, the sub- 
committee were reluctantly driven to the 
conclusion that temporary construction 
offered no solution. The speediest way 
of getting on was to be ready when the 


- war was over to proceed with normal 


construction. The saving of a week or 
two in the construction of a temporary 
as against a permanent house—it would 
only amount to that at best—was not 
worth talking about. And it was almost 
as costly as permanent construction. 
Some temporary buildings put up during 
the Crimean war were still in use. Post- 
war housing in large urban areas like 
London would in the main have to be 
flats. If something could be done—and 
he was glad it was proposed to do some- 
thing—in the _ direction of training 
managers for the building industry, it 
would help considerably to solve the 
housing problem. 


The Government’s Reply. 

Mr. Ernest Brown, the Minister of 
Health, in his reply, put up a stout de- 
fence. His work, he said, was not to 
build houses; there had been and still 
was a ban on that. The issue was 
whether the time had come when that 
should be altered. As to the designs for 
the new rural houses, they embraced 
parlour houses which would have an ad- 
ditional feature that would be particu- 
larly welcomed in rural districts—com- 
petent outhouses. Inescapable facts in 
the present situation were that we were 
short of certain materials, and particu- 
larly of timber. We were “really up 
against it”’ for timber. Their two prob- 
lems were to complete the slum clear- 
ance programme and to deal with the 
obsolescent house. 

As to war damage repairs, they were 
now going forward up to an average of 
£200 per house instead of the old £100 
level, and they were working on 40,000 
houses in the “red spots” in 24 dif- 
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ferent towns. They were the towns 
where the pressure of accommodation, 
in the judgment of the Ministry, was the 
hardest. Labour and material had been 
made available there. In reply to Lord 
Winterton’s suggestion about using 
A.R.P. workers for this repair work, Mr. 
Brown said that voluntary labour was not 
altogether satisfactory. Skilled opera- 
tives were needed for such tasks as re- 
pairing roofs. But it was quite possible 
that some jobs of distempering and 

ainting might be done by voluntary 
abour. He would go further. Civil 
Defence workers were already being em- 
ployed part-time in some building work, 
and it might be possible to utilise them 
on other work. 

In conclusion, he said he was advised 
that he could not deal with the question 
of excessive rents for furnished lettings 
under his emergency powers. New legis- 
lation would be required. For ordinary 
dwelling purposes 51,000 premises had 
been requisitioned, and for other pur- 
poses, such as residential nurseries for 
children, another 13,000 had been requi- 
sitioned. He had also issued orders 
closing certain houses to all except 
authorised workers under the Essential 
Works Order. The Rent Restriction Acts 
were being enforced with great per- 
tinacity. ‘“ Key” money was illegal and 
posters had been put up making it clear 
that that was the case.

Lieut. J. H. Deas, A.R.1.B.A. 

We regret to record the death on 
service of Lieut. John H. Deas, R.E., 
A.R.I.B.A. A member of the Town 
Planning Committee’s staff, Norfolk 
County Surveyor’s Department, he re- 
ceived his early training in the office of 
T. H. Mawson and Son. 

W. Gilmour Wilson, F.R.1.B.A. 

We have to record the death of Mr.

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IN PARLIAMENT 


Scottish Land Tenure. 

Mr. Bootusy asked the Secretary of 
State for Scotland whether he would set 
up a committee to consider the implica- 
tions and effect of the recommendations 
contained in the Uthwatt Report upon 
the Scottish system of land tenure; and 
whether he would now give an assurance 
that, in the event of a decision by His 
Majesty’s Government to implement the 
recommendations of the Uthwatt Com- 
mittee, separsse legislation would be in- 
troduced for Scotland? 

Mr. JOHNSTON said that in the exami- 
nation of the recommendations of the 
Uthwatt Committee which was now pro- 
ceeding the problems pronented by the 
Scottish system of land tenure were bein, 
fully considered, and meantime he saw 
no reason to set up a committee as was 
suggested. Separate Scottish legislation 
would be introduced to give effect to the 
recommendations of the Uthwatt Com- 
mittee already accepted on the subject 
of interim development control, and 
wherever separate legislation appeared to 
be justified in relation to any other re- 
commendations which might be adopted, 
the same course would be followed. 


Control of House Prices. 

Mr. Woop asked the Minister of Health 
whether in view of the speculation,in buy 
ing houses at a reasonable price and put- 
ting up the sale price to a high figure, 
especially in districts where housing 
accommodation was scarce, he would in- 
stitute some control to protect the 
public ? 

Mr. E. Brown said that the inquiries 
which he had made did not indicate any 
general increase of prices which was dis- 
proportionate to war-time variations of 
costs and wages generally. The increases 
were confined in the main to houses 
which were sold with vacant possession 
for occupation by the purchaser, and in 
existing circumstances the number of 
such houses was limited. In view of this, 
and of the powers of requisitioning an 
billeting which were available to him to 
meet the needs of persons who were re- 
quired to move in connection with the war 
effort, he did not consider that he would 
be justified at the present time in seeking 
the new powers: which would be necessary 
to control prices. He agreed, however, 
that the position needed to be closely 
watched, and he was making arrange- 
ments accordingly. 


‘Rent Evasions. 

Mr. J. GrirritHs asked the Minister of 
Health what response he had had to his 
appeal to local authorities urging them 
to take steps to protect the people against 
the evasions of the Rent Acts, and if he 
could give particulars of the number of 
authorities which were taking effective 
steps in this matter and with what 
results ? 

Mr. E. Brown said that the response 
had been most helpful. No less than 737 
local authorities had asked to be sup- 
plied with copies of the poster he had 
prepared a short time ago drawing atten- 
tion to the salient features of the Rent 
Restrictions Acts. Reports he had re- 
cently received from local authorities for 
the period April 1 to December 31, 1942, 
indicated that they received 4,028 com- 
plaints relating to unfurnished lettings, 
of which 2,505 were proved on inquiry to 
be unfounded. Of the remaining 1,523 
cases, rent reductions were secured in 
1,479, or rather more than 97 | cent., 
the reductions ranging from a few pence 
to as much as 9s. per week. Twenty-nine 
prosecutions were undertaken by the 
authorities, 28 fer rent-book offences and 
one for charging a premium. All these 
prosecutions were successful. 


Highland Beauty Spots. 

During the Committee Stage of the 
Electric Development (Scotland) Bill, 
‘Mr. Bossom moved an amendment pro- 
viding that certain restrictions imposed 
on the use of land should be respected 
when that land was needed for the pur- 
jose of carrying out the electricity 
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schemes under the Bill. He explained 
that, while he wholeheartedly supported 
the eee of electricity in the 
Highlands, he wanted to be assured that 
the installation of reservoirs, generati 
plant, pylons and other equipment, an 
perhaps factories and houses in the 
future, would not affect the natural 
beauty and amenities of that part of the 
country which was one of the great play- 
grounds of Britain. With proper care 
they could have a lot of beauty and elec- 
tricity in the same area. 

Mz. T, JoHNsTon, the Secretary of State 
for Scotland, in his reply, said that the 
necessary safeguards for securing the 
amenities of Scotland were already in the 
Bill and the amendment was unneces- 


sary. 

The amendment was accordingly with- 
drawn. 

Later, Mz. JoHNsTon intimated that it 
was intended to ageoint the strongest 
possible Amenities Committee and every 
recommendation they made would be 
strongly enforced and backed by the 
Scottish office.

ANNUAL GENERAL MEETING. 

Tue annual general meeting of thy 
Architects’ Benevolent Society was held 
on Thursday, April 29, at the R.I.BA 
The-President, Mr. W. H. ANsELL, M,C. 
P.R.1.B.A., in moving the adoption of the 
report, statement of accounts and balance. 
sheet, said that although the Society had 
not during the past year received as man 
applications for help as expected, there 
were indications that many more were 
likely to be received in the next few years 
as the older architects’ savings became 








exhausted. 

The matter of subscriptions was not 
entirely discouraging, for though 60 had 
been lost (26 of these owing to death), the 
Society had gained 54 new subscribers, 
An addition to the number of small sub. 
scribers would be a great help; there were 
about 1,700 subscribers to the Society, but 
there were 15,000 registered architects, so 
there was still a great field for more to 
come in. 

The Case Committee, under the able 
leadership of Mr. J. Alan Slater, went 
into the cases not only on the architec. 
tural basis but also from the human side, 
Applicants came not only from the older 
men and their dependents, but also from 
the families of younger men who had died 
before they had had an opportunity of 
making provision for their children. 
Therefore the profession as a whole should 
back-the Society even more than it had 
done in the past.

cobble-paved quadrangle, known as Hampton 
Court, bounded by 17th century cottages, 
provides a pleasant vista through the covered 
way.
